Supposfil tlio land to lie six weeks 
under deep snow, and supposs tUo 
other conditions which proved so de- 
structive o£ domestic luiinial life iu the 
winter of 1862 were to pi-escnt tliem- 
^ s^jga^n^l&BO, is thoro a sufficiency of 
" fodder aciJesablo'lo'stbok" t'^Wo'refer to 
the Island districts. As a rule, heavy 
'i snows do not fall in the interior of the 
' Mainland of British Columbia. Frosts 
are severe ; but the ground is rarely 
covered with snow to a depth that pro- 
* vents' aiiimals > feeding on ■ the ■ ranges. 
Iii 'tliis part of the :Province. cattle and 
cheop have often to bo fed ; but sincn 
•■186'2'there has been no weather that 
has drawn very heavily on winter fod- 
der with tlic exception of that memor- 
able and disastrous season, when four 
feettof -snow- lay on: the farms from the 
6th of January to the 10th of March, 
and Victorians enjoyed excellent sloi.yh- 
ing for si.K weeks. Hay and grain 
then ;::lvanced to fabulous rates and 
nearly all tli^ cattle and slieop starved 
' to death, owners finding it beyond their 
' financial abilitj; to pay the prices de- 
manded for fodder. That was an ex- 
. ceptional year every wliero on the Coast. 
The great grain-i)roducing valleys of 
California were iuundiitei! and a scarci- 
ty of fodder WHS thus created. Farm- 
ers hereabout, basing their calculations 
on previous inild. seasons, had look- 
ed forward to a winter in which 
tstock would pick up 'their own food 
and come out fat in the Spring. Since 
that disastrous year every i)rovident 
farmer has taken care to guard against 
accident by retaining suflicient feed on 
■ hand; and should the exceptional cir- 
cumstances^ which devastated Califor- 
nia occur again little anxiety need bo 
felt of distress Lore. 

The sudden and stealthy niauuer in 
which the storm of Tuesday night did 
its work niufit have .surprised many 
who retired the evening before with 
the ground barely white and awoke at 
early dawn to find nearly thirty inches 
of snow on a level, and still falling. 
Several years ago we read in one of 
Farjeon's novels the description of a 
snowstorm in Australia. A camp of 
diggers retired to rest in their tents 

, ^with a, clear .sky. .During the. night 

^we^oV began to fall" in great ; flakes. 
Not a breath of wind stirred tlio at- 
mosphere. The snow did its work si- 
lently, and so efTectually, that when 
morning dawned the whole camp was 
buried beneath a mountain of snow; 
the .tent faatenings gave, way with the 
weight and falling siiiothered ^all but 
one or two of the diggers, who (lucky 

,>,dogs 1) awoke in time to cut their way 
out, and came in the end into tho pos- 
session of tho wealth of their buried 
comrades. There was something weird 
and ghostlike in -the way in which the 

; snow fell night before last, and when 
we rose in tho morning and gazed on 
the white waste that covered every ob- 
ject and stretched away as far as the 
eyo could reach on cither side, the fine 
Iv-drawn picture of the buried camp 
rose vividly before us. 

TMLEORAPHIC COMMUNIGA- 
TION. 

We have doubts as to the authenti- 
city of the reported severance of tele- 
graphic communication. It would be 
: a 'serious 'matter, truly, for the Pro- 
rinc:tobe cut oif from telegraphic 
privileges after having enjoyed them so 
long; and as the period approaches for 
the commencement of railway construc- 
^ tion the need will be all tho more 
seyerely felt. The diflFerence that has 
arisen between the W.U. Company and 
the Dominion Government has its 
origin in nn arrangement made by the 
old Colonial Government of British 
Columbia with the Company. Tho re- 
cent visit of Mr. Gisboene led to a 
proposition for a new nrrangcraont 
which may not havebeen accepted by the 
Federal authorities. In a year or two 
bence the Dominion Government hope 
to have a lino in working order through 
British Territory ; but until such lino 
thall have been completed tho W. U. 
Comp-.ny are master.'i of the situation 
and may decline to receive at any of 
- their offices messages bound for or from 
British Columbia. It is rather a ser 
ious stato of affairs to contemplate, and 
no time for tho occurrence of a hitch 
could have oeen more inopportune than 
the present.

TOMS— A Wedding Ball Instead of 
A Breakfast—Beauties and 
Celebrities. 



[From tho London World, Dec. 3rd.] 
Viewed simply as a marriage, the 
marriage of Miss Millais and " Willie 
James in St. Peter's, South Kensing- 
ton, on Friday morning last,,; was, to 
quote the comment of a feminine .-siiec- 
tator, " a very pretty marriage." Tho 
sacred edifice was charmingly decorat- 
ed with flowers, tho dresses were smart, 
the bride was at once beautiful and 
happy, tlio bridesmaids wero comely, 
and all concerned kept their heads in a 
most sensible and unaffected manner. 
The bridegroom, having arrived with 
an early promptness that betokened 
his eagerness for tho silken chain, took 
up an attitude of military alertness in 
front of tho altar, or, as a nautical per- 
son in tho crowd termed ■'.-it,-""" at ' tho 
break of the poop."

Tho JMillais have courage- 
ously laid the axe to the root of- that 
preposterous' tice, which I trust "will 
speedily utterly cease to cumber our 
social ground. It was a charming 
substitute they tendered for it — a ball 
that sparkled with a lii-illiancy of quite 
exceptional radiance. It was a liold 
night of what has come to be called 
" professional beauties." All the rival 
queens wore in tho arena, and some 
dispassionately critical and impartial 
observers had ample condrination of 
tho view ihey have consistently held, 
thai there exists much greater and 
sweeter beauty outside than inside the 
pale of tho conventional and accopted 
beauties.

The snow which commenced to fall on 
Tuesday evening continued throughout 
the'iiignt with intense deusity, n;id at 
daybreak yesterday had reached a depth 
(if 32 inches in all parts of the city and 
from 4 to o feet in the district. The stonn 
may bo said to bo altogether unprecedent- 
ed, for never in the recollection of the 
oldest inhabitant has so much snow fallen 
in so few hours. The wo.ithor was not 
renlly cold, Hit the snow fell with great 
rapidity and as there was no wind it laid 
undisturbed on the dead level. Citizens 
who retired to rest at their usual liour on 
Tuesday night and witnessed the ground 
almost shorn of it.^ wiutiy fleuec were 
immensely surprised yeatorday morning 
to find'overy entrance to their dwellings 
bloc^ded: 'in tho most obstinate 
manner by tho snow. Roofs and ver- 
andahs wore severely to.^tod ; but tho "ill 
wind" that brought the snow also brought 
employinont to many liaiid.i — who found 
no difficulty in securing employment at 
ahovolling snow. .V number of sleighs 
wore out during tho day, tho merry jingle 
of tha bells enlivoning tba comparative 
de'solation of tho stroels. Few ladies 
ventured out, and those who did were 
looked upon by the sterner sex as ciu-iosi- 
ties. Arctics, gaiters, ulsters and kIkjvcIs 

. wore. in groat demand and as a rule male 
pedestrians resembled a tanner's dog — 
being up to their knees in leather. 
In some cases buildings fell. J. McDow- 
ell's stable, at James Bay, was crushed 
in and a nnile killed and a cow badly in- 
jured. An old building on Humboldt 
jtre^t caYcd in about 11 o'clock in tho 
mpn^ipg, and n shed at Davics' Cattle 
Yard 'went down in tho afternoon. I'cdes- 
tpianiam was a work of great difficulty in 
tJio morning and many stout liinbs and 
big feet — although well adapted to tho 
work — shrank from tho task of brenlcing 
trails through tho banks of anow. ' Cross- 
ings and gutters were crowned with ovcr- 
,l»nging, masses of snow and verandahs 
creaked benoatli tho unoxpoclod loads 
they wcro required to carry, while passers 
by " were constantly called on to stand

Canada and England. 

Tlio appointment of n Canadian 
Minister Resident in London is a step 
so obviou.sly needed that it is only sur- 
pri.sing it ha.s not ht'Cii taken before. 
Canada is virtually nn independent na- 
tion; yet tho terras of her nominal con- 
nection with Engliind are .sucli tbatsbo 
cannot form treaties or enter into nego- 
tiation directly with foreign powers. 
Since Confederation — since tho terri- 
tory embraced within her bouudsextends 
from tho Atlantic to tho Pacific, and 
from the lino of the United States to 
tiie Arctic Seas — her interests havo at- 
tained a dignity and iniportance v/liich 
merits .some dilferciit inodo o£ protec- 
tion from that of tho day.s of potty 
colonie.s and provincial governor.s. A 
country whose shipping tonnage — apart 
from, that of England — entitles her to 
rank fourth among tho 7iavnl powers 
of tho globe; wlio.se arable land, 
now rapidly being occupied, would 
suffice to sustain scores of 
millions of pcoi)lo;and whose conditions 
of life, upon the virgin soil of a com- 
paratively vacant contiuont arc much 
nioro American than European — would 
every year become likelier to ciiafo un- 
der a .system wiiicli denied her the 
right to look out for her interests in 
intercourse with other peoples. Herc- 
tofoVe'Great Britain has given Canada 
just reja.son to complain either of the 
ignorance or indiirerenco with which 
her claims in foreign diplomacy were 
bandied. The office now created is a 
singular one in somo ios])ccts. Tho 
holder of it is to bo a incmbor of tlio 
Canadian Cabinet, and will consequent- 
ly follow the fortunes of his Govern- 
ment at home, serving only so long as 
they sarve, and losing his place when - 
ever Lis Premier is conipollod to resign. 
Living in England, ho will not 
be able to share in the con- 
sultations of the Cabinet at 
Ottawa, and yet ho will be personally 
responsible for their policy while ho 
retains his anomalous connection with 
them. In respect of the relations be- 
twften Canada and the niotlier country 
he will be virtuall}' a Canadian ambas- 
sador at the Court of St. James, caring 
for Canadian interests as against those 
of England. In respect to the relations 
between tho Britisli Empire and tho 
world, he will act as a helper airJ ad- 
viser of tlic British Govornmont in 
matters in which Canada is in any 
manner affected, For so peculiar and, 
responsible a post : probably no man 
could have been fqand better fitted 
than Sir A. T, Gait. Ho^panks as one 
of the' fii-st statesmen -ht 'Canadn.— - 
iV.

To THE Editor of The Colonist: — 
Sir— Christmas and New Year's day 
festivities being over it may bo iu 
order to notice the conimunicatiou of 
your correspondent who improved tho 
occasion of your obituary notice of the 
lato Edward W. Co.v, Esq., learned in 
the law, by making it tho stalking- 
horso for a spirited little essay on 
Psychology as adopted and defined by 
the (self-styled) "Psychological Society 
of Great Britain." Sbakspeare puts into 
the mouth of a politic old courtier 
this worldly-wise advice — "Assume n 
virtue if you have it not." - It argues 
some appreciation on tho part of the 
late "Serjeant at law" and his "spirit- 
ist" compeers that, seeing their speci- 
ality without tho "virtue" of a rationale, 
they should nominate it "Psychologi- 
cal," thus assumiuff just what was 
wantedj and, further, by; an equivocal 
definition of that term" to make it 
more readily subserve their abnormal 
and einj)irical "spiritism." 

True psycliolog}', proceeding on re- 
vealed truths as first principles, asserts 
the soul as the real and immortal man; 
but this pseudo-psychology (which de- 
fines the attVibutes 'bf soul - in terms 
morn related to machines than men), 
wliilo repudiating revelation and 
doctrine, tiirecls to lind, "not by 
authority and dogma, but by the ])osi- 
tive evidence of facts and pbeiiornonn, 
that there is a soul in i man;" also, it 
finds '*a sonlin nature— a presei\t Deity 
in fact * ''-'*••■'-*• ■ permeating and un- 
derlying the molecular structure, of the 
material universe of which it is only 
the peroeptiblo embodiment that is for 
ever changiiig its shape, but rciuainS 
tho same in substance still." Now, if 
for ".soul in man," and "soul in nature" 
we substitute "Society's definition" of 
.SQul-liu'o, i.e., lliii force.'! by which tho 
mechanism of man (the viicrocasm, and 
nature the mucrocasm ) is moved and 
directed, then it is not surprising to 
heajMthat^Jhis s^^ 

hold frienctiy controversy, the wojid 
over, with those narrow-minded scien- 
tists whose science will not permit 
thit}n to nssunio the unproved and un- 
provable; and, when such claim to be 
"explaining'' many mysteries, and solv- 
ing a multitude of problems wholly in- 
soluble by materialism, all they really 
do is to call "the forces"' involved 
"soul in man, soul in nature — a pres- 
ent Deity, in fact;" when it is seen, 
the "friendly controvcr.sy" with materia- 
lists, regards only the mere nomencla- 
ture of "tho forces" — wheth'fer tliey 
shall be "psychological" or natural. 
There can bo but small doubt about 
this, for wo have the .naive admission 
made on behalf of this novel school of 
"psychologists," that resjiccting "tho 
phenomena of ancient and modern 
spirituali.'jm the psychologists suspend 
judgment as to,t]ieir origin, uncertain 
yet; whether they be, the doings * * * 
of men and • women now in another 
stage of being, or a partial unfold ment 
■*•*'"■ of mundane human nature;" 
that is, they are in doubt as to whether 
the highest phenomena they, 'are cog- 
nizant of is anything more ihan tho 
activity of a subtile form of matter. 
That a class of thinkers involved in 
such doubts should call thoir thinking 
"p.sychology" is arrant ".sailing under 
false colors," especially as their doubts 
only too clearly tend to rank material- 
ism, as may be inferred from a passage 
already quoted, which recognize3"Deity" 
as proximately "permeating and under- 
lying tho molecular structure of the 
material universe." Tiie whole subject 
aflbrds a strong illustration of tho adage, 
"extremes meet;" for that which began 
in an abnormal intercourse with the 
spirit world now threatens to even- 
tuate in that worst phase of infidelity 
which admits a figmentary subtile in- 
nermost of matter os the first cause.

In Hungary, males marry at four- 
teen and females at twelve, whereas in 
Austria, persons are minors until they 
attain the ago of twonty-four, and thoy 
must not many before that time with- 
out tho formal consent of their parents. 
There is no restriction ou the ground 
of religion, however, although children 
of both sexes under fourteen are for- 
bidden to contract marriage. In Den- 
mark a man may not marry under 
twenty, nor a girl under sixteen, but 
in other jmrts of Scandinavia a man 
must be twenty-one. In Belgium and 
France, eighteen and fifteen are tho 
rospectivo limits, and in Bavaria there 
are no less than four laws in operation, 
etich having a' refe/ence' to"^i 'particular 
district. Tlie ages fixed by these range 
from twelve to fourteen for girls, and 
fourteen to eighteen for boys— for so 
in truth we must call them. About 
two or three and twenty years ago, a 
law wiis passed in Hesse-Darmstadt 
prohibiting males from marrying be- 
fore thoy had attained the ago of 
twent;'-five, but since this law liasliecii 
amended, and twenty-ono is now the 
limit, in Switzerland there is no uni- 
formity at all, each canton tipiiaroiitly 
having gone its own way in the bu.si- 
ness. The ages appointed there range 
from twelve to seventeen years for 
girls, and fourteen to twenty for the 
other sex — the lower agfis being always 
found to obtain in tlioso districts where 
the old canon laws arc still respected. 
In two cantons people may marry at 
any ago after thoir 'first communion. 
In Greece the ages are eighteen and 
fifteen; so they are in Koumania,. but 
in Russia they are eighteen and six- 
teen. In Turkey there arc no law.? on 
tlic subject at all, but it is worthy of 
note, ronicmbering the social allinitios 
of the Laps, that iu Lapland bny.s mar- 
ry. at iSeventeen, and girls at fourteen, 
provi<ied they have attained the re- 
quisite^knbwledgo of the Christian re- 
ligion. .

The'inanager of a travelling drama- 
tic company was tolil at Franklin, Ohio, 
that the Rev. If. L. Lockhart' had 
warned his congregation not to attend 
the performances. The manage;', there- 
fore, printed on bis programme a fierce 
attack on the clergyman, the following 
being a sample passage: — '• Who is this 
madman that in his ravings 'out-Hcr- 
ods Herod V Arc the members .of his 
church a set of slaves that they will 
allow this petty ' tyrant to dictate to 
them what they mustaiid muse not do i 
Are they ignorant^ superstitious people 
who are frightened at • the' threats of 
expulsion 1 Let us hope not. I am at a 
loss to understand why any number of 
people, born iii this free republic and 
living in an age of education, intclli 
genco and enlightenment, will submit 
to the dictates of a bigoted,; narrow- 
minded, ignorant, stupid ass ! He is an 
ill-read, puny-minded, know-nothing of 
a country parson, clothed in a little 
brief authority." Now, tho Rev. Mr. 
Lockhart not only bad never preached 
against the show, but was in a front 
seat on. the first night, t.o,.be.^^tQnished 
by the' tirade' of abuse' 'that ' he'^'read, 
The manager made an abject .apology 
to the minister and the audience, 

A report just issued by the munici- 
pality of Berlin gives some interesting 
information as to the growth of the 
population of that city. At 'the end 
of the seventeeth century,. when. j Lon- 
don and" Paris each-contained consider- 
ably mo^'^*tfiau|- 100,000^ inhabitai^ts, 
Berlin 'wdii an unimportKiit town with 



a poimlatiou of little over 10,000. It 
was enlarged and" embellished under 
the Great Elector and the two first 
Prussian Kings; and at the beginning 
of the present century its population 
had already risen to about 150,000. It 
increased still furtlier after tho close of 
the war with Napoleon and during the 
long peaco that followed, but at the 
end of ISGQirthough tho municipal dis- 
trict of 'Beflin'luul been considerably 
extended, it did not contain much more 
than 500,000 inhabitants. During the 
sixteen years that followed, however, 
its ]iopulatioii was almost doubled. 
This has not been tho caso with any 
town of T-tWyBamo size except New 
York'" " Siiice'^^ 1877 the population of 
Berlin has been over a million, and 
now it is tho largest city in Europe af- 
ter Loudon and Paris.

• : 21;: Tho';nomination of Candidates for 
the respective offices of- Mkyor and Coun- 
cillors for the said City shall take placo .^t 
tho now City Hall, Douglas street. 

o. Tlie Returning Officer of Yates Street 
Ward sliall, on tho second Monday in 
Januarj", 1880, at noon, nominate such 
persons as shall be put in nomination in 
that behalf by sonio duly qualifiod votur 
as candidates for.tho{said-officcB'ij-ii8 tlio 
ca.so may be. A show of haridsshall then 
take place, and tho said Returning Officer 
shall tliurcupon declare wliich of tho can- 
didates for tlie said oflico.s lias or have 
been elected by the sliow of hands. 

4. In caao a poll bo duly deiiiandod at 
tho election of a Mayor, the vote of the 
olectora sliall bo taken on' tho following 
day, at the new City Hall, Douglas street, 
in the said City of Victoria, and the- said 
poll Khali bo i.ipnn at 10 o'clock A. M. and 
cIo.se at 4 o'cloclr i". .m. 

.5. In caao a poll Bhall be duly demand- 
ed at the election of Councillors for any 
Ward in tho said City of Victoria, tlie 
votoioithe eleotors entitled to. voto in such 
Ward shall bo taken on tho day following 
the nomination at tho following places, 
that i.s to nay: In Jolmaon Street Ward, 
at the now City Hall, DouglaH strci't, in 
the s;>id City; in Yates Street Ward, at 
the Police Barracks, Basticui street, in tho 
said City; in James Bay AVard, at the old 
Council Chambera, Government street, in 
the said City; and the said poll shall be

0. In case of a poll at an election for 
Mayor or Councillor."! tlio votes shall bo 
given by bjillot. 

7. The ballot of oacli voter shall con- 
sist of a paper [in this By-law called a bal- 
lot paper] showing the names and occupa- 
tions of the candidates for tlio office of 
Councillor. lu Yates iStrcet Ward, in 
addilfion tosucli ballot p.aper, there shall 
be an additional Imllot paper showing tlio 
names and degcriptions of the candidate!) 
for the oflice of Mayor; each bidlot p.aper 
shall have a number printed on the back 
and sliall liave attached a counterfoil with 
tho same number printed on the face. At 
tho time of voting the ballot paper shall 
be marked on both sides with an oflicial 
mark and delivered to tlie voter within 
the polling station, and the number of 
such voter (m the Eogister or List of Mu- 
iiicijial Votens .shall bo marked on the 
counterfoil, and the voter, having secretly 
marked his voto on the paper and folded 
it lip so iw to conceal his vote, shall place 
it in ft closed box in tho presence of tho 
OfScer presiding' at tlio polling 'station 
after having shown to him tlie official mark 
on the back. 

8. Any ballot jnaper which has not on 
tho back tho oiRcial mark, or on which 
votes are given to more candidates than 
tho voter is entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything except the said number 
on ''tho ' back* is' written or marked by 
which tho voto can bo identified, .shall be 
void and not counted. 

9. After the close of the poll, theb:dlot 
boxes shall be closed up so lus to prevent 
tho insertion of additional ballot papers 
and shall be taken charge of by tho He- 
turning Oflicor for Yates Street Ward and 
that offlcer '8haU, 'in the presence of such 
of the candidates as may bo in attendance 
or their agents, and of the Returning 
OfScer, open tho ballot boxes at the now 
Council Cliambci's, Douglas street, in the 
said City, and a.scertain the result of the 
poll by counting the voles given to each 
candidate, and shall fortliwith declare to 
be elected tlio candidates or candidate to 
whom tho majority (5f votes have been 
given. 

10. \Yliore an equality of votes is found 
to exist between any candidates at an elec- 
tion, and the addition of a vote would 
entitle any of such candid.ates to bo de- 
clared elected, tlio Keturning Officer shall 
give such additional vote, but shall not, 
in any other case, bo entitled to vote nt 
an election for which lie is Returning; 
Officer.

A BYLAW 

To Ariirnd Bylaw No. 1, for the Prottctivn 
of the City crjaiiist Fire. 

WHBEEAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
amend tho Bylaw ■ ^'vFor the Proteie- 
tion of tho City ngfiinst Tire]" 'diifed' the 
third day of October, 18G2; 

Be it TiiEiiEFOUK E.VACTED by the Mayor 
and Corporation of the City of Victoria na 
follows:— 

1. ' Sections 7 and 10 of the said Bylaw 
are lieroby reiioaled. . 

2. The walls of all chimnie-s shall not 
be loss than four (4) inches in thickiieas, 
built of brick laid in good lime niortftr, 
all joint.s being well flushed. -m '- 

3. All flues shall pargetted throughout; 
the coating shall not be loss tlum threo- 
cighths of an inch in thickness. ...j. 

■1 A]\ outer joints of chiimioys shall lie ' 
fl.\t-joiuicd witli strong lime mortar ini' 
mediately after the erection thereof, ., . 

5. No joists, bond timber, or vrood.^ of 
any kind shall bo allowed to enter or re^t 
upon the brick work of any chimney. . 

G. The tops of all chimneys shall bo at 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney sliall be deemed by 
the Mayor and Council to bo unsafe it 
shall bo lawful for tho Mayor and. Coun- 
bH to.6rdoc.the samo to be taken dowiT, 
and it shall be the duty of tho person 
owning tho said chimney or occupying the 
house or premises wlioroon tho same may 
be to take down such chimney within 
three days after he shall have been order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any person guilty, of any .in- 
fraction of any of ^the ptOTisions °r of :tlik 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- 
viction before tlie Police Magistrate or 
otlicr Justice of the Peace for the said 
City, forfeit, at tho discretidh of the Po- 
lice Magistrate or Justice of the Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
.^-'5 for each ofTence, together with ithe 
costs of prosecution, and in default- of 
payment of any such fine, together witli 
costs of prosecution, it sliall bo lawful for 
tho Police Magistrate or other Juatica of 
the Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to levy tho amount 
of fine and costs by distress and sale of 
the ofTender's goods and chattels, and in 
case no sufficient di.stress to satisfy tho 
amount of fino and costs shall be found, 
it shall be lawful for tho Police Magis- 
trate or Justice of the Peaco ns aforesaid 
to commit tho offender to thia Oommon 
Gaol for any period not exceeding' onb 
month, 

9. Tliis Bylaw shall bo read and con- 
strued with the Bylaw Jioroinbeforo men- 
tioned and referred to as ono Bylaw, and 
may bo cited for all purposes as " Tho 
Bylaw to Amend the Bylaw for the Pro- 
tection of the Gity.agwnsfc Fire.", i' - li
